SECRETARY STIMSON. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 16 (AR). 
HE text of Secretary of War

“T am convinced that the nation- 
al interest demands that immediate 
steps be taken upon an emergency:

“Therefore, I feel that there 
should be undertaken with the 
least possible delay the construc- 
tion of not less than 200 steel cargo 
vessels, suitable for use in the 
present emergency and of such 
type and design as will permit of 
their most rapid construction,” 

Cost Put at $350,000,000. 

The program would bé in charge 
of the Maritime Commission, which 
has estimated its cost at $350,000,- 
000. Roosevelt sent along with his 
message a joint resolution proposing 
the appropriation of $313,500,000. 
He explained that the balance of 
the $350,000,000 would be made up 
from $500,000 which he already has 


lallocated from an emergency fund 


placed at his disposal by Congress, 
plus $36,000,000 which he said 
twould be available on July 1, 1941. 

“In view of the emergency,” the 
President said, “I ask your imme- 
diate and favorable consideration 
of the attached draft of joint res- 
olution.” 

Roosevelt explained further that 
he had taken preliminary steps 
toward construction of the vessels 
because of “the urgency of the sit- 
uation,” and after consultation 
with the Office of Production 
Management as to the necessity for 
prompt action and co-ordination of 
the shipbuilding project with oth- 
er phases of the defense program. 

He told the Legislators the emer- 
gency ship construction should not 
be permitted to interfere with the 
long-range program which the 
Maritime «Commission already is 
pushing, nor with naval construc- 
tion. 

Accordingly, he said, additional 
shipways and other necessary ship-

LONDON, Jan. 16° (AP)—The 
British announced tonight that last 
Friday’s attack by German dive 
bombers and Italian planes on 4 
Mediterranean convoy was so effec 
tive that British naval forces were 
forced to sink their own badly 
damaged 9100-ton cruiser Soutb- 
ampton.

abandoned the ship and it was 
sunk. Most of the crew was saved.

TOKYO, Jan. 16 (AP). — The 
Foreign Office-controlled Japan 
Times suggested today that “the 
best way” of keeping President 
Roosevelt's “pledge that no troops 
will be sent to foreign soil would 
be to withdraw the navy to home 
waters.” 

Commenting on criticism in the 
United States Congress of the 
“lease-lend” bill to aid Great Brit- 
ain, the Times said: 

“To Japanese it looks very much 
like the United States is going the 
long way around for sending armed 
forces into the scene of action 
abroad” by maintenance of a fleet 
at Hawaii. 

The Tokyo press urged the Gov- 
ernment to hasten Japan's “south- 
ward program” and be ready for 
resolute action to offset British 
and United States influence in Kast 
Asia. 

“Huge overseas naval concentra- 
tions are equivalent to extension of 
national boundaries,” the Times 
said. “In America’s case, they sug- 
gest dictatorship over the parallels 
of a latitude below Pearl Harbor, 
an invitation to others to keep 
away, therefore a challenge and 
threat, preliminaries to hostilities, 
hence a contradiction of America’s 
announced policy of keeping its 
fighting sons at home.” 

No Comment on Hull. 

The Government information bu- 
reau declined to comment on the 
statement of United States Secre- 
tary of State Cordell Hull to the 
House Foreign Affairs Committee 
yesterday envisioning encroachment 
by Axis powers on the Western 
Hemisphere in the event of the 
defeat of Britain.

MEDITERRANEAN FLEET, Jan. 
16 (AP).—Battered but still able to 


move under its own power, the Il- 
lustrious has reached the compara- 
tive safety of a Mediterranean port 
after weathering one of the most 
punishing attacks a British war- 
ship has undergone in this war. 
For seven hours on Jan. 10, Ger- 
man dive bombers rained explo- 
sives on the aircraft carrier in an 
attempt to send it to the bottom 
as it plowed through the Central 
Mediterranean with other fleet 
units escorting a big eastbound 
convoy. 

Between 40 and 50 Nazi planes 
participated in the attack, diving 
low to release 1000-pound bombs 
whose concussion shook the 23,000- 
ton vessel as a cat shakes a rat. 
In all, 100,000 pounds of high ex- 
plosive bombs were aimed at its 
flight deck and many torpedoes at 
its sides. 


Reporter Hurled Down Hatch, 

I witnessed the first part of the 
attack from the bridge, where part 
of the time I was flat on my face, 
my hands folded across my head, 
while splinters of steel swept the 
carrier’s decks and the “thump, 
thump” of anti-aircraft guns min- 
gled with the spine-chilling scream 
of the dive bombers and the crash 
of bursting bombs. 

The second time the Germans 
came over, a low-flying stuka 
dropped a bomb which exploded 
near the starboard side of the ship. 
The blast sent a column of water 
over the bridge and threw me down 
a hatchway to aviation intelligence 
quarters one deck below. <A 
sheet of fire burned my face, 
Throughout the assault the car- 
rier’s pom-poms  (multibarreled 
anti-aircraft guns) blasted away, 
putting up a wall of fire through 
which the Nazis dived head-on. 

A flight of British planes which 
succeeded in taking off from the 
Illustrious before the Germans 
struck also made the Nazis pay. 
The final score in German planes 
shot down was 12. 

(The British have admitted the 
loss of the 9100-ton cruiser South- 
ampton, and the damaging of the 
Illustrious and the 1335-ton destroy- 
er Gallant in a combined German- 
Italian attack.) 


Naval Clash Precedes Air Raid. 


The attack on the Illustrious 
came after a British cruiser at- 
tached to the convoy sank one of 
Italy’s newest destroyers, the 642- 
ton Vega, and damaged another.

ITALIANS REPORT THE EAGLE, 
SECOND AIRCRAFT CARRIER, 
HiT BY AERIAL TORPEDO 


ROME, Jan. 16 (AP). 


HE newspaper Il Giornale 
T d’Italia reported today that 

the 22,600-ton British aircraft 
carrier Hagle, a converted bat- 
tleship, had been hit by an aerial 
torpedo in a recent attack be- 
tween Tobruk, Libya, and the

Governor’s Whiphand. 

The Governor holds an absolute 

whiphand through his control of 
appropriations. It has been the 
theory that the Legislature could 
appropriate from its contingent 
fund for any purpose, subject to 
no veto power by the Governor ex- 
cept in the passage of the final 
appropriation bill, but developments 
yesterday showed the fallacy of the 
theory. . 
After delivering his message the 
Governor sent to State Auditor 
Smith a copy of his veto as notice 
to the Auditor to pay out no money 
under the resolution. Smith then 
handed to Robert L. Hutchinson, 
secretary to the Governor, a reso- 
lution authorizing the Auditor to 
pay the salaries of the members of 
the Legislature, saying that he 
wished to submit it to the Governor 
for his approval. It had just been 
received by the Auditor. 

Today was to have been payday 
for the members and the legislative 
clerks, and the members were also 
to have received their travel allow- 
ances for coming to the session. 
But there ds no payday today, and 
unless Donnell is seated there may 
not be one for some time, ‘ 

The effect of Auditor Smith’s 
decision is that the Governor is 
complete master. of the situation. 
If he so decides, and the indica- 
tions from his message are that 
he will so decide, the legislators 
will receive no salary or mileage 
money until they seat Donnell. That 
done, the contest can proceed in 
the constitutional way. 

Apparently the decision will rest 
with the Legislature as to wnether 
it desires that Donnell shall be 
seated, or whether Gov. Stark will 
continue in office with the contest 
blocked for lack of funds. 

Views on ty of Veto. 
The legality of the Governor’s ac- 
tion was a major topic of conversa- 
tion in the capital last night.

in drafting the veto message. In 
his only previous utterance on the 
Donnell “investigation,” last week, 
he said that “able constitutional 
lawyers” had told him the legisla- 
tive majority had followed the 
wrong procedure—that it should 
have seated the Governor-elect be- 
fore the bringing of an election 
contest. 

Gov. Stark would not indicate 
today whether he consulted any 
member of the Legislature before 
deciding on his action. 

Called in Auditor. 

“Wheh I learned of the resolu- 
tion,” he said, “it occurred to me 
that money could not be expended 
without my approval, though I was 
not certain of the exact provisions 
of the Constitution. 

“It came to my attention that 
one member of the Legislature esti- 
mated that the total cost of the 
investigation would be at least 
$500,000. I could not approve ex- 
penditures to carry out the plan 
as outlined in the resolution. 

“T called in Robert W. Russell, 
special auditor for the Governor, 
and directed him to obtain the in- 
formation as to my power. It was 
clear under the Constitution that 
my approval of such a resolution 
was necessary before it could be- 
come effective. I then obtained the 
assistance of attorneys in drafting 
the veto message.” 

The big surprise, both to sup- 
porters and critics of the scheme 
against Donnell, was that Gov. 
Stark should take any action. what- 
ever on the joint resolution. It is 
not recalled here that a joint reso- 
lution of the Assembly, at any time 
in the past, has been either ap- 
proved or vetoed by a Governor.

tutional Arguments, Conflicting Claims.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 16.— 
Many of Missouri's legislators, here 
the constitutionally-imposed 
duty of making some more laws, 
are a bit bewildered by the maze 
of legal issues confronting them in 
the immediate business of determin- 
ing who shall be Governor for the 
next four years. | 

The lay members are badly con- 
fused, but the lawyer members, who 
rarely agree, seem even more so. 

So far the Legislature. has not 
got around to the business of mak- 
ing any laws, but there has been 
enough conflicting legal discussion 
to cast some doubt on interpreta- 
tions of both the Constitution and 
existing statutes. 

A writ here, a controversial legal 
opinion there, a few constitutional 
arguments, a touch of parliamen- 
tary wrangling and a secret caucus 
or so have made up the average 
legislative day. Meanwhile, the 
Democratic State Committee has 
carried on with its effort to keep 
Republican Governor-elect Forrest 
C. Donnell out of office and to re- 
place him with his defeated Demo- 
cratic opponent, Lawrence Mc- 


Daniel. 

Claims, Demands and Protests. 

The legislators have been beset 
with conflicting claims, Democratic 
machine demands, Republican pro- 
tests, an investigation, a contest, 
majority and minority reports, reso- 
lutions, points of order, consider- 
able disorder, a mandamus suit, 
assertions they were both legally 
and illegally in session, and a series 
of rulings by Attorney General Mc- 
Kittrick.

diers, breathing sand-free air for 
the first time in a week, are redou- 
bling their efforts in preparation 
for the assault on the Italian 
stronghold of Tobruk. 

The ring of guns surrounding the 
town has been firing steadily de- 
spite seven days of heavy sand- 
storms, but the withering fire such 
as smashed into Bardia just before 
it fell has not begun and soldiers 
welcomed the respite from the 
swirling sand to hasten the move- 
ment of equipment for the new at-

Mrs. Jane Podchajecki, 33-year-old 
divorcee and mother of two young 
gons, was shot and killed by her 
former husband, Alexander, as she 
walked with a woman friend in the 
4000 block of Gravois avenue at 9:10 


o'clock last night. 


Podchajecki, 47, who operated d 
tavern at 4123 Chippewa street un- 


til his wife divorced him five 
months ago, fled after firing five 
shots from a revolver. Arrested 
early today at an East St. Louis 
hotel, he told St. Louis detectives 
he had been drinking because his 
wife rejected his proposals for a 
reconciliation and that he had shot 
her in a fit of despondency. 

Mrs. Podchajecki had gone to a 
drug store at 3951 Gravois to buy 
medicine for her mother, Mrs, Julia 
Lesniewski, and left there with a 
friend, Mrs. Alma Benz, 5316A 
South Compton avenue. The wom- 
en were walking in Gravois a short 
distance from the store when Pod- 
chajecki stepped from the shadows 
and, without a word, began shoot- 
ng. 

Hit by Three Bullets. 

Three bullets struck Mrs. Pod- 
chajecki, one in the left eye and 
one in each arm, and she fell to 
the sidewalk. Podchajecki ran in- 
to the street, then stopped and 
leveled the revolver at Mrs. Benz. 
She screamed and he turned and 
fled, crossed a vacant lot to his 
automobile and drove away. 

Mrs. Podchajecki was pronounced 
dead at City Hospital. One of the 
bullets which missed her passed 
hrough the windows of an auto- 
mobile driven by Police Sergt.

“Football,” he said at the annual 
grid banquet last night, “is today 
a highly organized and commercial- 
ized business, and no academic so- 
phistication can cover up that fact. 

“It is so highly commercialized 
that a city, on the day following a 
bowl game, proudly announced 
through its papers that over a mil- 
lion dollars was spent in its hotels, 
cafes and stores, all because 22 col- 
lege athletes, kept in training and 
practice a month beyond the nor- 
mal season, came there to play a 
game of football,

traffic. 
Urges Helpfulness. 

“Instead of placing all of the 
responsibility on the individual mo- 
torist, the city should adopt the 
plan of being helpful to the motor- 
ist, concentrate. on accident pre- 
vention, the movement of traffic 
safely and smoothly and, in gen- 
eral, let the motorist know the city 
is striving to assist him in his en- 
joyment of the use of the streets.” 
Continuing, Drury said that until

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No Need for Haste 
in Jamming Lend- 
Lease Bill Through 
Congress. 


JOHNSON 
y HEN the blank check, lease- 
Wena bill has been bum’s- 
rushed through Congress, the 
United States may not be at war— 
but the President will be. 

He has announced his peace 
terms—freedom of speech and of 
worship, social security and the end 
of wars through disarmament—not 


- merely in Europe but “everywhere 


in the world.” This is the new 
worldwide New Deal, with our tax- 
payers and workers, as they did 
for the American New Deal, pay- 
ing as much of the bill as the 
President shall determine. Mr. 
Roosevelt has also announced the 
kind of peace in which he will not 
“acquiesce.” People who are not 
at war don’t prescribe either the 
kind of peace that will be accepted 
or the kind that won't. 

The President also asks for ulti- 
mate power to dispose all the war 
strength in America, except man- 
power (maybe?) to fight for whom 
and at any place he decides—all 
our guns, ships, planes, shells, 
rifles, all our materials and facili- 
ties for production and, by the 
same token, if not all our wealth, 
then at least billions of it. He 
can send as much or as little into 
the battle lines as he decides, and 
that is nothing less than the posi- 
tion of international commander- 
in-chief. 


Full Economic War. 


What is requested is the complete 
strength of the nation in economic 
war—and in these modern days 
that is 90 per cent of military war 
with a margin over as deadly as 
military war, if not more so. 

Mr. Roosevelt asks to be permit- 
ted to wield the substantial reser- 
voir of the whole war power of the 
nation, not after a declaration of 
‘war by Congress as provided in the 
Constitution, but in his sole and 
unguided discretion not only to de- 
clare this deadliest kind of war, 
but also to wage it “everywhere in 
the world,” and not for England 
and against Germany alone, but 
against whomsoever he elects. 

It is urged that there must be 
great haste on the ground that ap- 
propriations for this purpose can’t 
be asked for until this power is 
granted. 

What appropriation or expenses 
are needed to lease or lend a piece 
of property? If it be said that some 
of the property to be leased orit 
lent must now be ordered to be 
built, nobody pretends that Brit- 
ain hasn't still plenty of money for 
her immediate needs. As a matter 
of fact, she has been strangely slow 
and delinquent in final commit- 
ments on terms and design. The 
most recent Federal Reserve report 
indicates that she has assets here 
of around seven billions. It is ob- 
jected that they would lose value 
and hurt our markets if suddehly 
sold. This is probably true, but it 
would do neither if they were sud- 
denly hocked to secure these leases 
and loans. Doesn’t anybody care 
what billions we and our children 
will have to pay—or at least for 
some equitable and just balance of 
burden?

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Soviets and Axis Powers, 
United in Common De- 
sire for Booty, Deal Un- 
scrupulously With One

ORLD politics have often been 
| conducted according to the 
; moral standards of starving 
hyenas, but even by these stand- 
rds the world counter-revolution 
is sometimes stupefying in its cyni- 
cism. Seldom have great powers 
embarked on a program of con- 
quest with quite the utter and open 
unscrupulousness as that with 
which Germany, Italy, Japan and 
Russia are fighting the present 
war. 

These powers, which have set out 
to seize world mastery, have no 
scruples, neither in dealing with 
their enemies ‘nor in dealing with 
one another. 

A community of interests—the in- 
terests of booty beyond the wildest 
dreams of man, to date—unites 
them for the time béing, and prob- 
ably will continue to do so as long 
as Germany seems to be winning 
the war. The hopes that one or 
another of these temporary 
“friends” can be won over to the 
other side are false hopes as long 
as the pot of other people’s gold 
still seems to beckon at the end of 
the rainbow.. 

The rrotegtations of undying love 
among the partners cannot be dis- 
missed as meaningless as long as 
hopes of booty to be shared con- 
tinue to survive. 

But even now, the partners in 
plunder and counter revolution are 
at least as suspicious of one an- 
other as they are of their avowed 
enemies, and in the very midst of 
their more grandiose joint projects 
of enrichment they are by no means 
above picking one another’s pock- 
ets on the side. 


Nazi-Russian Relations. 


The German-Russian 
ship is typical of this. 
The Soviets’ primary concern is 
to maintain their present position 
as a world power and as agents of 
world counter revolution. Merely 
to defend this position, to say noth- 
ing of strengthening it, the Sovi- 
ets have had to avoid a conflict 
with an enemy or enemies of supe- 
rior strength. They have had to 
prevent formation of an anti-Bol- 
shevik coalition, and they have 
had to keep out of too serious trou- 
ble with Germany alone, 

And beyond maintaining their 

present position, the Soviets also 
want, if possible, to strengthen it. 
They want to add to the territory 
of the Soviet Union itself, and they 
want to spread Bolshevism as wide- 
ly as possible throughout the world. 
Russian policy in the present con- 
flict is governed by these two main 
principles. 
The Soviets not only succeeded 
in preventing the formation of an 
anti-Bolshevik coalition; they also 
helped bring about a war among 
most of the powers which might 
have formed such a coalition. 

Josef Stalin, the Soviet dictator, 
encouraged both the Reich and the 
Allies to think he would join them. 
He thus encouraged each side to 
go further and further toward a 
war with the other, and at the last 
minute, when it was too late to 
turn back, he made a half-hearted 
deal with Germany, chiefly because 
he thought Germany was the weak- 
er side and because he wanted the 
war to last as long ‘as possible. 


Stalin’s Error. 


Stalin misjudged ‘the relative 
strengths of the two sides, just as 
badly as a good many other people 
did, and the mistake may cost him

The German armed forces could 
probably defeat the Russians as 


easily as they did ‘the French. But! #- 


it’ would’ be ‘harder to force: the’ 
Soviets to capitulate, bec&use. the 
Russians have’ so much greater 
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areas into which they could with- 
draw. 

Besides, Hitler does not want to 
fight Russia now. He does not 
want to have to expend the time 
and energy and blood and treasure 
required for such a venture.

If he can do that, he 
need have no concern about Rus- 
sia. 

Thus it ig that Germany is pre- 
pared to make concessions to the 
Soveits for the time being, and 
thus it is that the Soviets do as 
little to help the Reich, and as 
much to harm it, as they can with- 
out provoking Hitler too far, and 
at the same time try to consolidate 
their own position to be ready for 
the end of the war, no matter who 
wins it. 


Open Break Too Costly. 


Russia will avoid an open break 
with Germany unless and until the 
Russians think the Reich is so 
weak that it is relatively harmless. 
Germany will avoid an open break 
with Russia unless and until the 
Nazis think they have to strike as 
a preventive military measure or 
that they can get more valuable 
supplies out of Russia by doing the 
job themselves than they can by 
letting the Russians do it for them. 


And the Nazis will hesitate be- 
fore invading Russia for the sake 
of increasing their raw material 
supplies, first, because invasion 
would itself cost large quantities 
of raw materials, as well as other 
things; second, because it would 
be a long, costly and difficult pro- 
cess for the Germans to exploit

Double-Dealing. 


The deal worked out as planned 
in the Baltic and Eastern Poland. 
There were, however, difficulties 
in Finland and the Balkans. The 
Finns themselves made the diffi- 
culties in Finland. The Germans 
and Russians were unable to agree 
when it came to working out de 
tails of the agreement they had 
made in principle for the Balkans.

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MANY WOUNDED FASCISTS 
~ REACH ITALY FROM ALBANIA 


Large Number Without Legs or Arms, 
Amputated Because They Were Frozen— 
Relatives Criticise Lack of Medical Care.

BELGRADE, Jan. 16. 
HE pitiable condition of wound- 
ed Italian soldiers, borne back 
from the Albanian front to 
homes in Northern Italy, bears 
witness to the still disorganized 
status of the counter-campaign in- 
tended to check the Greeks, ac- 


arriving here from Italy today. 


An extremely large proportion 
of the casualties are legless, or 
have lost hands or arms. Many 
of these men saw no fighting 
whatever, but were so severely 
frozen in the bitter mountain 
weather that amputation of their 
limbs was necessary. 

It is presumed that Italian hos- 
pitals in Bari and Brindisi must 
be filled to overflowing, because 
many of the wounded are arriv- 
ing in Northern Adriatic ports, 
bearded and dirty and without 
having changed their uniforms 
since they left Albania. 


Relatives were sharp in their 
criticism when they found that in 
many cases the bandages had not 
been changed since the wounded 
men left first-aid stations at the 
front. Some of the men still bore 
handkerchief bandages. One seri- 
ously wounded officer had been 
carried for three days on mule- 
back through the mountains, then 
a day across the Adriatic, and two 
days up the coast by railroad 
without medical treatment or 
change of uniform.

Until the arrival of these wound- 
ed, the extent of the Italian set- 
back was little known in Northern 
Adriatic cities. In this region 
British bombing has been largely 
ineffectual. Although some dam- 
age has been caused to the big 
industrial plants outside Venice, 
not a single bomb has fallen in 
Trieste and the big naval shipping 
works at Monfalcone are wun- 
touched. 

The torpedo plant at Fiume has 
been a British target once, but 
bombs have fallen chiefly across 
the border at Susak, in Yugoslavia, 
aor the plant is operating normal 
y. 

There are some reports’ that 
these bombers, after unloading 
their cargoes, go on to Greece to 
become a part of the Royal Air 
Force command there, taking a 
mid-Adriatic course in order to 
avoid violating Yugoslavian neu- 
trality. 

The German air force operating 
from Sicily has requisitioned the 
services of about 25 German civili- 
ans, employed by firms in Trieste, 
to act as liaison men, translators, 
and clerical ‘staff for the new 
Nazi base in the Mediterranean.

I*te at Trieste has been placed 
at the head of this staff. Be- 
sides being bilingual, each man 
had to pass close scrutiny as to 
the sincerity of his party loyal- 
ty before the staff quietly en- 
trained for these civilian efforts.

Bulgaria and Turkey are still 
bones of contention between the 
Nazis and the Soviets. The Nazis 
plan to incorporate Bulgaria in the 
Reich’s “new order” in Europe, and 
the Bolsheviks want to give Bulga- 
ria a “guarantee” of its independ- 
ence and integrity, and it has 
proved impossible to date to recon- 
cile these aims. 


As for Turkey, the Russians want 
a navai and air base on the Darda- 
nelles and the Germans do not 
want the Russians to have it, and 
here, too, no agreement has been 
reached. 

The Nazis argue that the Bal- 
kans and the Near East should con- 
stitute a German sphere of influ- 
ence and that the Bolsheviks 
should confine themselves to the 
Middle East—notably Persia, Af- 
ghanistan and Baluchistan—and 
make an agreement with the Jap- 
anese carving up China and the 
Western Powers’ possessions in 
the Pacific area among themselves. 

The Reich’s relations with Japan 
are almost as equivocal as its rela- 
tions with Russia. ‘The Nazis be- 
gan by enlisting Japan in a crusade 
against Russia, only to make an 
agreement with Russia a few 


months later. The Japanese were 
taken aback, but they also had no 
place else to turn, no other friends. 
They had to stand alone or strike 
a new bargain with the Germans, 
so they struck a new bargain with 
the Germans. 

It was characteristic of the origi- 
nal German-Italian-Japanese deal, 
glorified unter the superbly cyni- 
cal title of an “anti-Comintern 
pact,” that the Nazis went right 
ahead helping the Chinese against 
the Japanese by maintaining a nu- 
merous and highly expert military 
commission of advise in China 
and by selling the Chinese war ma- 
terials. 

Still Supplying China. 

The Japanese finally succeeded 
in inducing the Germans to with- 
draw the military mission—which 
the Germans were not loath to do, 
anyway, because by that time they 
had more important work for the 
members of the commission to do 
somewhere else. Yet the Reich is 
still selling war materials to China.

America’s Domestic Problems, 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

N January of 1941, the leaders of the 

American nation are consumed with an 
earnest fever of preparation for war, with 
e fear of war and with a great desire to 
gee America become the “arsenal of de- 
mocracy.” The President has just asked 
for 10 billion dollars for defense, and the 
subordination of all other matters to this 
defense. 

In the face of this vast welter of words 
about armament, the incredible sums of 
money for armament and the national 
concern for safety, we are more than 
likely to lose sight of those “other mat- 
ters”—those matters which are America’s 
concern far more than she seems to re- 
alize. You do not find bankers and movie 
stars heading Committees to Defend 
America by Aiding the Okies. But per- 
haps it is because the Okies are asking 
for work and bread—not airplanes. 

America’s own problems are as vast as 
her distances, but considerably more in- 
tricate, and it is with no pretense of ade- 
quately covering the calendar of wrongs, 
injustices and social problems that I offer 
a few reflections and resolutions for 
America in 1941. 

We have still to begin an adequate pro- 

of slum clearance. We have still 
outdoor toilets, eight people to one room, 
mo recreational facilities for children, 
rooms without sun and without ventila- 
tion, children who grow up on the streets 
and learn from the time they can talk 
that primitive law of survival—“take it or 
starve.” 

We have the rural slums of the share- 
croppers, the tiff miners, the ghost com- 
munities of the ravaged forest industry. 
In Missouri, where land has been author- 
ized and partially purchased for national 
forests, the tiff miners might find work 
with the forest service—were funds avail- 
able. 

Projects like LaFarge, whose sound de- 
velopment is a challenge to the South, 
could be extended—were funds available. 

The problem of the Okies, the migrant 
workers everywhere, free slaves in aA 
country which has renounced slavery, 
could be solved by a program of social 
security legislation, extension of the 
wage-and-hour law, national public em- 
ployment agencies and housing under the 
FSA—were funds available. 

We have still to control the terrible dis- 
asters of seasonal floods and the denud- 
ing of the forests. We have still to bring 
electricity to the homes of millions in the 
South. - We have prisons which infect so- 
ciety instead of protecting it. And we 
have the deeper and more insidious ques- 
tion of racial prejudice, a prejudice 
which is cancerous in the life of any 
nation. 

We have yet to give the Negro equal 
opportunity in every phase of society, in 
industry and housing, in the arts and 
education. We have still millions of Ne- 
groes paying outrageous rents for the 
privilege of a room and window. We have 
milions permitted to buy coal (as the 
Jews in Germany are not), but without 
the funds to exercise their privilege. 

And the tragedy, the true indictment 
of America, lies not so much in the dark- 
ness of this long list of wrongs, but in 
the complete nearness and possibility of 
their solution. There is not one that can- 
not be solved. If a nation can make the 
mountainous effort that America is mak- 
ing and revolutionize its life in the 
name and the fear of war, it can do it also 
in the name of peace and justice—if the 
people will.

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GOV. GREEN TAKES OVER IN ILLINOIS. 

A new and promising administration has gotten 
under way in Illinois under Gov. Dwight H. Green. 
The inauagural address has been delivered, the 
major appointments have been made and confirmed, 
and the Legislature is down to business on a basis 
of political co-operation. The legislators assembled 
at Springfield, whatever their party, are taking seri- 
ously the new Governor’s charge that “we must. 
cherish and preserve the principles of free govern- 
ment by making them work.” 

Of chief interest in Mr. Green’s inaugural address 
was his reiteration that he wants the 3 per cent 
sales tax taken off food. If he, in co-operation with 
the Legislature, can find a way to remove the food 
tax which even relief recipients mu8t pay, he will 
achieve a fiscal and humanitarian goal which will 
attract the attention and support of the entire coun- 
try. This, however, is no small order. Illinois now 
obtains between $25,000,000 and $30,000,000 from the 
tax on food sales. Such a change will, as Mr. Green 
said, require major adjustment in revenues and 

“greater economy and efficiency.” 

As the late Henry Horner before him, Gov. Green 
urged redistricting for seats both in the national 
House of Representatives and the State Legislature. 
The populations in the 25 congressional districts 
vary all the way from 138,000 to 889,000. Similar 
inequalities exist in the legislative districts. It re- 
mains to be seen whether Illinois Republicans, newly 
seated in Congress and the Legislature, are more de- 
voted to basic principles of fair representation than 
were their Democratic predecessors. 

Legislation for compulsory, uniform auditing of 
all State governmental units, more stringent control 
of elections, and elimination of parole abuses—many 
of Mr. Green’s proposals are excellent. So too is his 
recommendation that relief clients should be able to 
take temporary private jobs and then return to re- 


lief rolls when the temporary work is over. His} 


proposal for a long-range study of Illinois’ highway 
needs and highway rebuilding and new construction 
on the basis of its findings suggests something which 
Missouri especially needs to do. 
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THE WHEELER-ROOSEVELT EXCHANGE. 

Senator Wheeler, -who believes the administration’s 
foreign policy is taking us to war, described it in a 
broadcast as “the New Deal's Triple A foreign. policy 
—plow under every fourth American boy.” 

This remark made the President fighting mad. At 
Tuesday’s press conference, he said that Wheeler’s 
statement was “the most untruthful, most dastardly 
and unpatriotic thing that has ever been said; it 
really is the rottenest thing that has been said in pub- 
lic life in my generation.” 

And this is the most bitter. attack upon an indi- 
vidual which has come from the White House in the 
same generation. Mr. Roosevelt’s resentment must be

OR. 0. M. W. SPRAGUE, NOTED 
ECONOMIST, TO LEAVE HARVARD 


He Will Retire in March; Left 
U. 8S. Service Because of De- 
valuing of Dollar. 

CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Jan. 16 
(AP).—Dr. Oliver M. W. Sprague, 
internationally known economist, 
will retire March 1 as Converse 
professor of banking and finance 
at the Harvard business school, a 
post he has held since 1913. 

Dr. Sprague'was adviser to the 
Bank of England from 1930 to 
1933, when he became financial 
and ex-cutive assistant to the 
United States Secretary of the 
Treasury. He broke with the Roose- 
velt administration after a few 
months. In his letter of resigna- 
tion, Nof. 21, 1933, he said: “There 
is no defense from a drift int. un- 
restrained inflation other than an 
aroused and organized public opin- 
ion. It is for the purpose of con- 
tributing as I may to such a move- 
ment that, with feelings of pro- 
fcund disappointment, I sever my 
connections with your administra- 
ition. . . . Unhappily, I now find 
that I am in such fundamental 
disagreement with the monetary 
policies which have recently been 
adopted’ that I have decided to 
resign.” He complained that he 
had been given “no opportunities 
whatever” to discuss fundamental 
questions with the President. 

“I am opposed to the President’s 
policy of depreciating ‘the dollar 
through gold purchases in foreign 
markets for two reasons,” he said. 
“I am convinced that this policy 
will prove ineffective in securing 
a speedy rise in prices, ... Our 
immediate concern is to extricate 
ourselves from the depression 
rather than with the course of 
prices after that happy event.” 
The resignation followed an RFC 
order fixing the price of newly- 
mined gold at $33.66 an ounce.

HERE is no question about 
T maintenance of the new security 
that labor has gained. The moot 
questions, when men talk of the 
sacrifices that will be needed, are 


in the field of wages, hours and 
conditions of work. These quem 
tions would be insoluble if organ- 
ized labor treated itself, or were 
treated by the nation, as a pressure 
group on the outside. They are 
readily soluble if the leaders of or- 

labor, in the spirit of the 
Reuther plan, accept the responsi- 
bility of insiders for the success of 
the national defense. 

Thus, as regards the question of 
pay, we may assume that there 
will be no disposition in the ad- 
ministration to ask labor to accept

of pay. But that much, while pre- 
serving the social gain theoretical 
ly, does not solve the problem 
which is sure to arise in the near 
future. 

The problem is this; at present 
rates of pay, even if there are 
agreed modifications for overtime, 
the full employment of American 
labor at longer hours will give the 
wage earners as a whole a greatly 
increased weekly income. Their to- 
tal purchasing power will become 
so large that they will have to con- 
sider the question of how their 
own incomes are to be spent. For 
it is evident that if they are spent 
in such a way that they inflate 
the cost of living, the increased 
earnings of labor will be a snare 
and a delusion, 


oo os a 

HE problem, which labor can 

solve only as a national prob- 
lem, is how to use the extra income 
that the defense boom will yield 
so as not to drive prices upward 
as in 1918-19. One way to do this 
is to reduce wages: that may be 
ruled out of consideration. Anoth- 
er way is to impose taxes on wage 
earners—either income or sales 
taxes. This will have to be done, 
but only, one may be sure, on the 
progressive principle of ability to 
pay, and this will still leave labor 
as a whole with a very much larg- 
er total income in dollars than it 


‘has had in the past or has now. 


This larger dollar income is a so- 
cial gain, provided the extra income 
is correctly used. We know from’ 
experience elsewhere how in prin- 
ciple under war conditions extra 


is correctly used if & is spent on 


draw upon the resources of the de- 
fense industries, or if it is saved 
and invested. If the responsible 
leaders of organized labor will 
adopt this principle, and will help 
formulate plans to put it into prac 
tice, there will be no inflation, no 
vicious spiral of wage rates and the 
cost of living, no general disturb- 
ance of pensions and fixed —2 
and no irreconcilable disputes in 
collective bargaining about wages. 
. * * 

HE extra income that labor will 

earn Can be spent correctly on 
food, clothing, education, medical 
care, sports, entertainment and 
works of charity. In this country, 
speaking generally, these goods 
and services can be supplied in 
much greater abundance without 
putting any burden upon the de- 
fense industries. Thus the stand- 
ard of living can in general be 
raised substantially in many re- 
spects. 
In other respects it cannot bas 
when we come to such things as 
houses, automobiles, public build- 
ings and many of the mechanized 
gadgets and conveniences, we en- 
ter a field where, in the interest 
of national defense, purchases will 
have to be deferred and civilian 
production restricted. We can 
have guns and butter, plenty of it; 
but we cannot have guns and, for 
example, a two-car garage with 
new models in it. This is where 
temporary “sacrifices” will have to 
be made and in all conscience they 
are not very serious. 
‘But if such purchases are de- 


_jferred, then what shall be done 


with the money that is not spent? 
It should be saved and invested in 
the so-called baby bonds redeem- 
able at their face. value over a 


|period of years when the war is 


over; that is, when expenditures 
for defense taper off and’ civilian 
consumption needs to be encour- 
aged in order to stimulate em- 
ployment. On this basis it will be 


{possible for labor to retain its so- 


cial gains without coming into con- 
flict with the needs of national 


-|defense and without destroying the 


real Value of its own hard-earned 
dollars,

I gave him the 
phone number and asked him to 
call the woman for me. He didn’t 
know who she was, but he is an 
obedient boy and did as I said. 
“But she wasn’t home, so I talked 
to her parents, and told them who 
the boy was that had just been 


if they didn’t think. he ought 
to come over to see her. They 
said they thought it best to leave 
things as they were, but I figured 
it would be well to get him fed up with them. I asked him if 
ashe had ever told the man in the case about his illegitimate son, 
and they said she was now married to him. Dr. Crane, you 
don’t think they could take Billy away from me?”

DIAGNOSIS: If ever I met a woman who was a nitwit 
at employing psychology, this foster mother of Billy gets 
the award. Instead of letting the boy grow up in peace and 
happiness, she went out of her way to inform him that he was 
born out of wedlock. She told him that his real mother deserted 
him, Then she had him call the girl, not for charitable rea- 
sons or to do the girl a favor, but to give her some more heart- 
ache and anguish of soul. Billy’s foster mother is jealous 
of his real mother, so she has lost all perspective and is trying 
to blacken the girl’s memory in the mind of the boy. When she 
suggested sending Billy over to visit the other home, it was not 
for Billy’s sake, but to stir up dissension and trouble. In her 
telephone call, she further went out of her way to be nasty 
by reviving the scandal, and asking if the father of the boy 
knew about his son.

BUT HER PLAN backfired when she learned that the 
boy’s mother and father have since married. Now that they 
have a home for him, she fears they might be able to exert 
some pressure for the return of the boy. This unexpected turn 
of events has now placed Billy’s foster mother in a panic. She 
shed tears in my office as she sought my counsel. But I can- 
not waste sympathy on a woman whose personal jealousy and 
mean spirit have led her to stigmatize a youngster and brand 
him in his own sight as unwanted and inferior. She has even 
reached the point where she has tried to show him how mag- 
nanimous she has been to take him in. When a child is adopted 
by foster parents, the latter should tell him of this fact before 


the age of kindergarten, for the foster cousins or older relatives 
of the couple will ultimately let slip some unguarded comment 
which will devastate his morale. To bolster his ego, remind 
him that other parents have to take whatever they get, but he 
was chosen from a large number because you wanted him.

N the:syndicated column of Case Histories, Dr. tite W. 
| Crane presented on Jan. 8 a story of an executive of a school 
for the deaf demonstrating the speech and singing of a deaf 
boy of 13 who had lost his hearing at the age of 10. As this 
was an appeal for funds, the age of onset of deafness was not 
mentioned to the Legislature. Dr. Crane accused the schools 
for the deaf of fraud in presenting this boy’s ability as charac- 
teristic of the deaf and further asserted that to his knowledge, 
“no congenitally deaf child has ever been able to perform so 
that legislators could understand his speech.” Such statements 
are open to much controversy and on the basis of my 10 years 
of experience as psychologist at a private school for the deaf, I 
would like to take issue with the statements in the abdve-men- 
tioned article. From the records of the school, many case his- 
tories could be cited of congenitally and totally deaf children 
tions, or are attending universities, high schools or elementary 
schools and successfully competing with the hearing. In the 
quarter of a century of its existence, this one private school has 
sent 27 deaf children into high school and then to colleges or 
universities; an additional 46 are now enrolled in high schools 
or have graduated and not continued in school; and at present 
mine are enrolled in elementary schools for hearing children. 
. All of these deaf children are using speech and lipreading and 
ean be understood by employer, business associates, teachers 

and companions. 
. 2... 

SUCH REHABILITATION could not have been accom- 
plished without the special! type of education that is expensive, 
and executives of state schools, realizing the possible results of 
oral instruction for the deaf, must appeal to Legislatures for 
funds to carry on. Standards of instruction of the deaf are 
being raised through the efforts of executives of schools for the 
deaf, and it would be unfortunate if the misrepresentations of 
articles, such as Dr. Crane’s, would thwart the progress being 
made. In order to produce intelligible speech in a deaf child, 
his education should be started at preschool age; his training 
should be strictly oral; that is, communication in the school room, 
in the dormitory, in recreation centers, and in the dining room 
should be by means of speech and lipreading and never by 
manual signs; his classes should be small, allowing time for 
individual instruction; and his teachers should be trained in 
this- special pedagogy.

LEGISLATORS HAVE neither the time nor the specialized 
interest essential for the study of audiograms, which indicate 
the amount of hearing loss, and the examination of case his- 
tories in order to determine the age of onset of deafness, How- 
ever, legislators must be interested in the rehabilitation of a 
handicapped child who can become a self-supporting, well-ad- 
justed member of the community with the proper education, 
although it is costly, rather than a maladjusted dependent who 
will always be a financial drain on the community. In addition, 
Dr. Crane failed to indicate that Herman W. (Case R-151) is 
also in need of special education to conserve the speech he 
acquired before his total loss of hearing at the age of 10, and 
to provide him lipreading as a tool of communication with his 
friends. There is no other place at the present time for Her- 
man to receive such training but the schoo) for the deaf, and 
even there he is a misfit. Intensive speech and lipreading 
should return Herman to his home and school in a year. I in-

Nobody knows exactly what was 
the matter with Pepys’ eyes. He 
lived a long and active life after 
he closed his diary and did not go 
blind. His age seems a little early 
for presbyopia—the failing vision 
of age. A modern physician has 

his case—from other en- 
tries in the diary—as eyestrain, and 
has estimated that two diopters of 
correction in spectacle lenses would 
have saved him all that 
mind. He had an oculist and tried 
lenses, but they did not relieve him. 

It is really a pitiful commentary 
on the lives our forefathers led, and 
should make us lift up our hearts 
and 


glasses and goes his way with no 
change in his daily routine and 
hardly a thought of the benefits he 
has received. Even our grandfa- 
thers, if their trade: demanded fine 
work, had to give up at approach- 
ing old age, or else carried on with 
very inefficient glasses. Herman

Failing vision in the: aged, be- 
sides that due to presbyopia, or 
simple need of glasses, is due in 
the main to four causes: 

1. Changes in the lens of the eye, 
consisting of opacity, generally 
called “cataract,” partial or com- 
plete. ‘The later in life these begin, 
the less chance there is for them to 
progress to the place where vision 
is completely obscured. Changes 
in the lens first noticed at 65 or 70 
seldom go on to complete opacity, 
while those that begin at 50 are 
quite likely to mature. 


2. Changes in the blood vessels 
of the retina of the eye. Those 
pesky blood vessels badger old peo- 
ple at every turn. 

3. Central macular senile de- 
generation, which is an atrophy of 
a portion of the retina. , 

4. Glaucoma—This comes on in- 
sidiously in many cases. There is 
not likely to be any pair on subjec- 
tive symptoms other than a slowly 
progressive decrease in vision. 
Sometimes the condition is compli- 


cated by cataract, and the failing 


vision is set down entirely to the 
latter, but such confusion should 
never occur if a good oculist is 
consulted, one of the best friends 
of the elderly patient. 


READER:—"“Is psoriasis a form 
of syphilis?”

(Obviously, North was not void of 
clubs, because in that event his 
four club bid would have been in- 
credibly bad.) If North’s spade 
suit were solid, which it would 
need to be at a spade contract, it 
would be just as valuable at no 
trump; if it were not, South’s dia- 
mond suit and other cards might 
supply the bulk of the tricks and 
provide a play for the grand slam

HIGH SCHOOL TEAM, 


CHAMPION AT RUNNING, JUMPING AND DISCUS THROWING.

CHARLESTON, Mo., Jan. 15.; 


OW that Frances Snow has fin- 
N ishea high school and gone 

away to the University of Ten- 
nessee, Southeast Missouri girls 
will have a chance to win some- 
thing at the track and field meets 
in the spring. They haven’t had 
a chance since Frances started run- 
ning and jumping in her sopho- 
more year and throwing the discus 
in her junior year at’ Charleston 
High, for Frances just took every- 
thing in all the events that she 
entered in the two-county and tri- 
angular meets. 


Gone from the Mississippi Coun- 
ty scene also is the most daring 
young horsewoman that Southeast 
Missouri has known. Frances 
Snew was that and although she 
has bruises and broken bones as 
the price of her daring, she will 
ride again when vacation time 
comes and she is back on the big 
plantation of her father, Thad 
Snow, “The Philosopher of Swamp- 
east Missouri,” riding bareback on 
her fiery Arabian, named Dyna- 
mite and true to its name. 


For three high school years, life 
for Frances Snow was just one tri- 
umph after another on track and 
in field and one crackup after an- 
other in horse riding adventures. 
Three times she has beef thrown 
and carried from the scene, once 
with a broken leg, but in no case 

was it her poor horsemanship nor, 
as she hastens to add, the fault 
of her mounts. They were simply 
euch accidents as might happen to 
any girl who rides spiritef horses, 
and the hurts that fell to her lot 
did not keep her from continuing 
to win at the track and field meets. 


Frances (Frankie to everyone in 
Southeast Missouri) always has 
been a runner and a rider. It is 
the tradition that she passed from 
crawling to running without the 
usual interval of walking. As «4 
child she ran like a rabbit and al- 
ways was tops in the running games 
that the children played on the 
lawn and about the barn. When 
she wasn’t running she was riding

Some parents and a few teachers 
have the mistaken idea that obedi- 
ence, the cheerful following of the 
leader, the bowing to the will of 
the authority who is responsible, is 
undemocratic. Nothing could be 
more a mistake than. that. If de- 
mocracy means anything, it means 
the common good, and how a soci- 
ety formed of individualists, each 
for himself and the devil takes the 
hindmost, can exist as a democracy 
or as anything else is beyond good 
sense. 

Real modern education frees a 
child from the bondage. of selfish- 
ness and leads him to industrious 
search for ways of true service. It 
offers children a way of life in 
which they can find the best work, 
the best ideals, the finest codes for 
their personal needs. It sets for 
the pupils a_ standard of service 
that leads to self-realization and 
the good of all. This is never 
gained by easy means, but by the 
long, hard way of earnest, devoted, 
self-sacrificing service to children.

again. Drain off syrup again and 
repeat as before. When fruit is 
‘well flavored and syrup spicy and 
thick, pack kumquats in clean hot 
jars, ‘add a small amount of yor 
Heat syrup, strain over fruit and 
seal. 


Boiled Turnips and Rutabagas 

White or yellow turnips and ruta- 
bagas are prepared in the same 
manner. Scrub, pare and cut in 


large pieces for mashing, and dice 
if to be served with a sauce. Cook 


uncovered in large amount of boil- 


ing salted water. Young turnips 
will cook in 15 to 30 minutes. Old 
turnips may need to be boiled an 
hour or more. Drain, mash if de- 


salt and pepper. Serve diced tur- 
nips with savory cream sauce, or 
with quick Hollandaise sauce. Al- 
low one-third pound per serving.
